How It Looks 


This large booth, 20',7" across the front, 3',8" «7: 
deep and 9' high at the middle of the center section, is a 
reproduction of a red barn and joined to other farm build- 
ings. In the center of the middle section, set in several 
inches, is a large colored picture of the homestead on the 
farm producing a pound of pork every seven minutes. The 
picture is especially attractive on account of the light- 
ing effects secured by the use of hidden electric lights. 
The three sections contain six large placards deal- 

ing, from left to right, with the following subjects;first 
inventory, acreage and crops produced, continuous use of 
fresh pastures, shown by a farm layout diagram, well-chosen 
pekonas fort he soreeding herd and their pigs, hog sales and 
fa q° ipepntory gheet for the end of the year. 
: A placard, showing the layout of the farm is shown, 
just below the large picture of the farmstead. A clock 
with the minute hand showing seven minutes past the hour 

is placed at the peak of the middle section and ztefers to 
the name of the exhibit and the accomplishment on this hog 
farm. 


What It Tells 


This exhibit tells how a farmer in Illinois raises 
hogs successfully on a 160 acre farm. This is not a phen- 
omenal hog farm and if the soil is more fertile than that 
of other farms it is because of the soil-improvement policy 
of its operator. The equipment is neither elaborate nor 
expensive and the owner does all of the work with the help 
of a hired man during the summer. 

This farm is planned to follow a definite system of 
hog production with as little unnecessary work as possible. 
The farm is divided into six fields of equal size. The one 
containing the farmstead is devoted to a minor rotation. 
The major rotation consists orimarily of three years of 
corn, followed by oats and. then clover. Soy beans are 
grown the second year to add fertility to the soil. 

The systematic use of clovers in the rotation, the 
plowing under of some growth for its value as green manure, 
. and. the.grazing of livestock in all of the fields, builds 


up fertility in a rotation having three successive years 
of corn.
